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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claim 1 is not clear in the phrases, "on the basis of and "in a viscosity promoter 
amount" 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 
000618259A2. 

4. The reference discloses a thermoplastic elastomer comprising 10-90 wt% of syndiotactic 
polypropylene and 90-10 wt% of ethylene propylene non-conjugated diene copolymer rubber or 
ethylene propylene copolymer rubber that has been partially crosslinked, preferably with 
peroxides and using a crosslinking aid. The compositions may additionally include up to 50% by 
weight ofother resins such as isotactic polypropylene, and up to 5 % by wt. of fillers such as talc 
and calcium carbonate. A lubricant may be included as well. The inventor does not disclose 
specific lubricants. However it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of applicant's invention to employ a conventional lubricant such as mineral oil. The 
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compositions may be prepared by mixing the components, (with the exception of the cross 
linking agen)t, in a conventional mixture such as a Henschel, Banbury mixer or twin screw 
extruder until molten with subsequent addition of the crosslinking agent and aid. The 
compositions are useful for formulating rubber components for automobiles. See page 1 through 
page 5, line 25.

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by EP 
000618259A2.
